don't mean a bachelor with a southern exposure foxhole, an extra 
pair of dry fatigues, a $500 Samarui svvoid and rows of ribbons 
and medals.

An “eligible” here is one who has qualified for home leav * 
bv two years overseas service. Each month the division is given 
a quota and drawings are held. The quota is small. 
Only a few 
hundreds out of the thousands eligible win leaves. 
Each company holds its own drawing. 
Some ate held so 
close to Japanevse who still live and fight that guards must be 
posted. 
Some are held just, back of the barbed wire of the final 
protective line, and some are held in Red Cross huts and orderly 
rooms in the rear echelons'.

But the atmosphere is the same. Emotions are as mixed as a 
rainbow oh a drunk; 
Some men stand quietly, others walk around clearing their 
throats. Many refuse to attend. Men offer 20, 30, 40 and 50 to one 
they won’t be drawn, their voices betraying the hope they'll lose 
their bets. 
Men take refuge in games, but keep runners oil the 
outskirts of the crowd. Men hide in their tents, w ash their clothes, 


sun their blankets, do anything to avoid being theie when the 
colonel's hand dips in the bucket.
